NOW THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED THAT:

1. The vacancy created by the death of the Honorable Harold O. Krieger be and hereby is
certified to the Governor to be chambered at Austin in Mower County and to be filled in
the manner provided by law; and

2. The chambers of the Honorable James L. Mork be, and hereby are, moved from Mower
County to Olmsted County effective June 1, 1995.
